Order  No.  46d. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  ”  means  and 
includes  the  work  of  females  engaged  in  can¬ 
ning,  preserving,  drying,  packing,  or  otherwise 
adapting  for  sale  or  use  any  kind  of  fi-uit  or 
vegetable  or  seed. 

2.  That  Order  No.  46  of  the  Board  of  Indus¬ 
trial  Relations  establishing  a  minimum  wage 
in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  dated  the 
2nd  day  of  July,  1937,  and  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  on  the  8th  day  of 
July,  1937,  shall  not  apply  to  females  in  the 
fruit  and  vegetable  industry  employed  in  the 
canning  of  tomatoes  during  the  tomato  season 
of  1938,  up  till  and  including  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1938. 

3.  That  during  the  period  specified  in  section 
2  hereof,  the  minimum  wage  on  a  time-rate 
basis  for  every  female  employee  in  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  industry  employed  in  the  can¬ 
ning  of  tomatoes  (except  women  to  whom 
special  licences  are  issued  under  section  5  or  6 
of  the  said  Act) ,  and  with  the  exceptions  pro¬ 
vided  by  section  4  hereof,  shall  be  not  less 
than : — 

(a.)  The  sum  of  twenty-seven  cents  (27c.) 
per  hour  for  every  hour  up  to  ten  (10) 
hours  in  any  one  day:  Provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  such  employee  in  any  one 
day  shall  be  paid  less  than  the  sum  of 
eighty  cents  (80c.)  : 

(6.)  The  sum  of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour 
for  every  hour  in  excess  of  ten  (10) 
hours  and  up  to  twelve  (12)  hours  in 
any  one  day: 

(c.)  The  sum  of  fifty-four  cents  (54c.)  per 
hour  for  every  hour  in  excess  of  twelve

The  sum  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half 
cents  (37%c.)  per  hour  for  every  hour 
in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  and  up  to 
twelve  (12)  hours  in  any  one  day: 

(c.)  The  sum  of  fifty  cents  (50c.)  per  hour 
for  every  hour  in  excess  of  twelve  (12) 
hours  in  any  one  day: 

Provided  that,  in  every  case  where  any  em¬ 
ployee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  is  in  excess  of  the 
rate  prescribed  in  subsection  (a)  hereof,  no 
deduction  shall  be  made  from  such  regular 
rate  to  be  applied  to  wages  due  for  working 
overtime  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  in  any 
one  day,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  rate  of  pay 
for  hours  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  in  any  one  day 
be  less  than  the  rates  fixed  in  subsections  ( b ) 
and  (c)  hereof,  respectively.

6.  That  after  not  more  than  five  (5)  con¬ 
secutive  hours’  employment  every  female  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  canning  of  tomatoes  shall  be 
given  at  least  one  (1)  hour  free  from  duty: 
Provided,  however,  that  if  a  petition  in  writ¬ 
ing  signed  by  at  least  seventy-five  per  centum 
(75%)  of  his  female  employees  requesting  a 
shorter  period  free  from  duty  is  received  by 
any  employer,  he  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  said  Board,  grant  such  petition,  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  period  free  from  duty  be  less 
than  half  an  hour.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
